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Reasserts ‘pennance before First Communion’ 


Pope says go to confession more often 


VATICAN CITY (NC)—Pope Paul VI has 


stressed the need for frequent confession and — 


has reasserted the controversial rule that 
children’s First Communion must be 
preceded by confession. 


Pope Paul’s thoughts on the Sacrament of 
Penance were conveyed in a letter by his 
secretary of state, Cardinal Jean Villot, to 
participants in the 26th Italian National 
Liturgical Week, which opened in Florence, 
Aug. 25. 


THE PONTIFICAL letter said also that the 
new ritual can enhance the celebration of the 
Sacrament of Penance, especially by joining 
to it a service of the Word. But it added that 
priests must still give prime importance to 
their “‘regular attendance’’ in the confes- 
sional. 


“His holiness wants to call the attention of 
everyone—priests, religious and the faithful 
—to the frequency of this sacrament,’ the 
letter said. 


“Unfortunately some have little regard for 
frequent confession, but this is not the 


thinking of the Church.”’ 


TURNING TO the question of first 
_ confession, the letter said: ‘‘The Holy Father — 
_ places a special stress on confession for 
__ children, and especially on first confession, 
- .which must always precede First Commun- — 


ion, even if, appropriately, there is an 
interval between the two.’’ > 


The letter said that the Pope wants priests 
to “‘love this sacred ministry (of confession), 
to prepare their faithful in its catechesis, and 
to be ready always to hear confessions.’ 


The letter observed: ‘‘The new rite offers 
many possibilities for enhancing the sacra- 
ment, especially within the context of a 
celebration of the Word of God. But nothing 
will be as important as the resolve of pastors 
of souls to keep a regular attendance at the 


confessional.’’ 
} 


[THERE WAS AN official experiment in 
the United States allowing First Communion 
before confession, which was cancelled by 
the 1973 declaration from Rome ending the 
practice, reaffirming the traditional form of 
confession before First Communion. 


(This aroused controversy and even 
opposition in the United States, whose 


bishops had asked for an extension of their: 


experimental program.) 


_Msgr.-Fiorenzo Romita, undersecretary of 
the Vatican’s Clergy Congregation, com- 
mented: 


‘““CARDINAL VILLOT’S letter is a restate- 
ment of what was said in the General 


-Catechetical Directory. The Church insists‘on 


this precedence, not out of caprice or to 
assert its authority, but for spiritual reasons. 
The Church wants to teach children that 


~ confession is a means leading to holiness and. 


to spiritual perfection. 


“The Church counsels weekly confession 
for priests who, we hope, do not have 
serious, moral sins to confess each week. In 
this way the Church is pointing to confession 


-as a form of spiritual direction. 


“Thus the reception of first confession 


before First Communion—an order of | 


precedence which the Church insists 
on—should serve to prepare children to see 
confession as a form of spiritual direction on 
the way to perfection.’’

Bishop Maher on Women’s Year | 


Women, men share in God's plan

Men and women are not competitors, but 
counterparts in the divine design, according 
to Bishop Leo T. Maher. 


“In his human nature Christ became man, 
but, being born of woman, he ennobled both 
sexes,’’ states the bishop in a special 1,200 
word pastoral letter released this week to 
mark International Women’s Year (IWY). 

THE LETTER CALLS it a sign of the times 
“‘that the IWY should coincide with the Holy 
Year and its emphasis on renewal and 
reconciliation. : 

“There is a harmony between _ this 
contemporary effort to promote the dignity of 
women in society and the special teaching of 


~ the Church, which may be truly discerned_as 


a ‘call of the Spirit,’ ’’ writes the bishop. 


“Equality, development and peace—the 
themes of Women’s Year—lie at the heart of 
the Church’s thrust towards renewal. 

“IN THE LIGHT of the Holy Year, the 
Church can acknowledge its significant

contributions to the movement, now initiated 
in much of the world, to regain a fullness of 
dignity for women,’’ according to the letter. 


“The more we enable women to take the 
place and fulfill the mission given them in the 
first prophetic pages of the Bible and 
proclaimed in the gospels, the more we will 


be helping promote and liberate them in the - 


secular community,’’ says the bishop. 


“Envy of the apparently greater freedom 
of others and fear of being denied privilege or 
benefits result in mistrust and polarization. 


“We are experiencing an erosion of 
confidence in one another.”’ 

HE CONSIDERS International Women’s 
Year one ‘‘in which men and women together 
are called to consider the issues of human 
rights, development and peace. 


“Together men and women must reflect, 
‘ make decisions and set to work in 
harmonious Christ-centered relationships: to 


overcome difficulties and where necessary, 


“renew structures and attitudes.”’

The new commission, which results froma 
pono of the two-year diocesan Synod, 
replaces two former commissions, one for 
liturgy and one for music. 


THE 19-MEMBER commission for 
liturgy and prayer will be under the 
chairmanship of Father Dennis Krouse, a 
faculty member of the diocesan St. Francis 
Seminary and assistant professor of religious 
studies at the University of San Diego. , 


Father Krouse said the new commission 
extends the scope of previous commissions 

“in order to coordinate all the diocesan 
services that are directed towards worship 
and prayer. 


“IN THIS: WAY areas ach as sacred art, 
church architecture, sacred music, family 


worship and personal spirituality will all be. 


included in the work of the commission,’’ he 
said. Such a commission was mandated by 
the Second Vatican council, which called for 
every diocese to establish one, he added. 


‘Father Krouse said the commission will be 
structured to include working committees to . 


assist in liturgical adaptation for special 
groups such as the handicapped, ethnic 
groups, children, youth and campus 
-ministry. 

-‘‘The membership of the new commission 
is particularly well balanced,” he said.

Our Catholic schools sting 
brightest scene in a decade

With a new school year just around ‘the 
corner, the diocesan Office of Education is a 
happy place decorated with wall-to-wall 
smiles. The school picture is the brightest i in 
a decade. 


“For the first time in 10 years, waiting 
lists are returning to our Catholic schools,”’ 
Dr. H. Giles Schmid, diocesan superintend- 
ent of schools, says gleefully. ‘‘And all but 
two of the nine Catholic high schools in the 
diocese are projecting enrollment in- 
creases.”’ 


AND SISTER Josephine Breen, education 


_ office coordinator, is quick to point out that 


the elementary schools are expecting more 
students this year too, particularly on the 
first grade level. —~ 


Sister Helen Bay, also a coordinator, 
added that this will be the second year in a 
row for increased enrollments in Catholic 
grade and high schools. “‘Last year we had a 
total increase of 500 students,’’ she said. 


And most importantly, according to Dr. 
Schmid, ‘‘this will be the fourth consecutive 
year in which no schools in 1 the San Diego 
diocese will close.’ 


ANOTHER BRIGHT spot, he said, is the 
fact that also for the second year in a row 
fewer than 20 per cent of the schools will 
have new principals. 


“And that indicates stability in the 
schools’ supervision, curriculum and parish 
community.’’ He added that some turnover 
in administrations is good because it brings 
a fresh outlook to the schools. 


He also noted that although most school 
principals are Sisters, ‘‘lay principals and 
teachers are bécoming more and more 
common throughout the diocese.’’ 


DR. SCHMID also thinks the healthy 
outlook of the diocesan school system is 
especially encouraging in light of tuition 
increases. ‘‘On the whole, tuition will 
increase by about $50:in both grade and high 


-schools.’” _ ‘ 
Families with one student in a Catholic _ 


high school can expect to pay between $650 


and $685 in tuition and fees, he said, and~ 


families with’ two or more students in 
Catholic high schools can expect to pay 
between $800 and $850 per family. Costs 


May become basilica 


vary because the high schools charge 
differing amounts for annual fees. 


Tuition costs vary from school to school on ~ 
the elementary level also, Dr. Schmid 
explained, but the diocese recommends they 
charge $350 for one child, $450 for two 
children, $525 for three or more children and 
$400 for families with children in both 
Catholic grade and high schools. 


DURING THE coming year, the education 
office is going to concentrate on developing 
local school boards and improving communi- 
cations. 


“This year we are going to establish a 
local school board at each diocesan high 
school. As it now stands the principals in 
these schools are accountable only to the 
diocesan superintendent,’’ Dr. Schmid said. 


“The local boards will assume control and 
responsibility for school policy. This is: in 
keeping with Bishop Leo T. Mahert’s efforts 
to decentralize the diocesan office struc- 
ture.’ 


SISTER BREEN added that the education 
office will offer several workshops through- 
out-the school year aimed at creating or 
strengthening school Postds for the parish 
schools. 


Efforts to strengthen the 11-region 
“cluster’’ system will aim at improving 
communications throughout the school 
system. Representatives from each school in 
a given geographical region or cluster will 
meet regularly to discuss problems, 
techniques and items of mutual interest, Dr. 
Schmid explained. 


Then each cluster will elect one 
representative and those 11 people will meet 
with the staff of the diocesan office three 
times throughout the school year. 

THE BRIGHT picture for Catholic schools 
in this diocese is due to -two_ factors, 
according to Dr. Schmid. ‘‘First, Catholics 
are feeling better about themselves. The 


_ changes of Vatican II are settling in and 


morale is up. Secondly, they see that the 


‘school system is stable and will be aaa oe 


for a long ‘time. 


‘Parents no longer fear that a school ‘wil 
close just after they get ‘their child enrolled. 
The uneasiness and uncertainty that have 
been the hallmark of Catholic schools for the 
last 10 years is gone.’

--“Christ is on our side,’’ we 
claim—because we are women, be- 
cause we are poor,-or underprivileged 
and discriminated against. We point 
to the gospels and quote out of context 
in the effort to ratify whatever means 
we wish to employ to reach our ends. 
Because of circumstances of race, 
color, gender or social condition, we 
see ourselves as the new Israel. We 
are the Chosen Ones, the elite of God. 


BUT CHRIST was not ‘‘on the side’’ 
of women or the poor and so on, 
merely because of their circumstances 
and certainly not in opposition to 
others. He was ‘‘for’’ women, but not 
against men; he was ‘‘for’’ the poor, 
but not against the rich. He was on the 
side of humanity and ‘‘for’’ their 
development in peace, love and 
forgiveness. 


If he said, ‘‘Sell what you have and 
give it to the poor,’’ it was more a 
spiritual teaching than a social or 
political edict. This is the way to the 


care for others and come stripped of : 


everything but ourselves, to follow 
him. It was a teaching directed to 
fisherman, Pharisee, rich young man 
and impoverished alike. 


If he said, ‘‘It is easier for a camel 
to pass through the eye of. a needle 
than for a rich man to enter heaven,’’ 
it was not a judgment against wealth, 
but an acknowledgement of the 
difficulty of dedicating oneself solely 
to God when the possession and 
administration of riches preoccupy so 
much time and thought. 


IT WAS AN expression of regret,, 


spoken i in understanding and compas- 
sion, for, as St. Mark says, “‘Jesus, 
looking upon the rich young man, loved 
him.’’ Joseph of Arimathea was a rich 


man, Nicodemus was aman of means, 


but there is no reason to presume that 
Jesus was less ‘‘on their side’’ than on 
that of Lazarus and the lepers. - 


Rich or poor, man or woman, 
privileged or deprived, we may claim 
unity with Christ only to the extent 
that we kéep his.law and follow in his 
steps. Over and over again, his words 
repeat’ the message, ‘‘Love one 


show by your love that you are my 
followers.’’ 


We cannot call down _ Christ’s 


‘ support upon actions that are patently 


un-Christian. We may be poor and 
discriminated against, but when we 
face another human being in hatred 
with destruction in our hearts, we are 
not on the side of Christ. 


WE MAY BE women, or activists in 

issues of social justice, or leaders of 
minority groups, but when we 
confront others with arrogance and 
suspicion, denying them due respect, 
we are not on the side of Christ. 
_ The world is. scandalized and Christ 
must weep. over the malicious and 
vindictive acts perpetrated in~ his 
name. The same hatreds that drive us 
to attempt to destroy each other, 
whether in global warfare or in the 
more intimate circle of society, work, 
church, or family, alienate us from 
him as they alienate us from each 
other. 

| remember an old priest, driven to 
rare anger by the persistent antagon- 
ism of factions within his parish, who 
once cried from his pulpit, ‘‘For God’s 
sake, if you are going to call 


you will not be Christian, then go. 
Find some other allegiance. You 
defame Christ oF your bitterness and 
hatred.” 


It was a hard saying and many 
parishioners were antagonized. Oth- 
ers shrugged and said, ‘’He is old, 
forgive him.’’ But there were some 
who heard the echo of the Sermon on 
the Mount, ‘‘Why do you call me 
Lord, Lord and not put into practice 
what | teach you2’’ 


WE MAY, it is true, feel called to a 
mission that will bring us into 
opposition with others, and with 
established structures and authority. 
But the call to mission is secondary to 
the call to love and forgiveness. 


The heart of Jesus is the heart of a 
lover, Jean Vanier says. ‘‘When he 
calls people forth, it is not because he 
has something for them to do as 
workers, but because he loves them. 
When he calls people to be followers it 
is not just the mission he has for them, 
but something much deeper.’’ 


It is the call of a lover. If you seek 


liberty, justice, freedom, peace, walk 
with me in love.

Five words on a wall sum up a life...and say so much about life...yet people walk by

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Mother Duchesne left France, 


brought schools, faith to West 


The Religious of the Sacred Heart have 


long been associated with the diocese of San 
Diego and shared with Bishop Charles F. 
Buddy the founding and building of the 
present Catholic University of San Diego. In 
this article in a series’ on the history of 
Catholicism in America, an NC News 
Bicentennial feature, the story is told of 
Mother Philippine Duchesne, who set up the 
first RSCJ convent outside France. 


Philippine Duchesne had an unusual kind 
of man trouble on her arrival in the 
American Midwest. She had to deal with two 
zealous but unpredictable clergymen: Bish- 
op Louis W. V. Dubourg of New Orleans, 
who had invited her to America; and Jesuit 


Superior Charles Felix Van Quickenborne, 
her reluctant spiritual director. 


Those totally different personalities play- 
ed a significant role in the life Mother 
Duchesne faced setting up the first convent 
of the Religious of the Sacred Heart outside 
of Fratice and the first free school west of the 
Mississippi. 


A COLONIAL aristocrat educated in. 


Paris, Bishop Dubourge felt ‘mote at home 
dining with President Washington than 


running a frontier diocese. Rugged Father 
Van Quickenborne found his place riding the 
mission trails or moving up the wild 
Missouri. 


A flamboyant promoter, Bishop Dubourg 


could enlist many missionaries for the new 


world but never stopped to think how they 
would feed, house or clothe themselves. The 
more practical Father Van Quickenborne 
took up his axe. and led his Jesuit novices 
into the forests to build their own log cabin 
novitiate. 


Bishop Dubourg had promised Mother 
Duchesne that the nuns could begin a school 
in St. Louis, the future metropolis of the 
Midwest, but sent her to the then thriving 
but eventually quiet town of St. Charles on 
the Missouri, 20 miles west-northwest of St. 
Louis. He had promised that the Jesuit 
superior would serve as the nuns’ spiritual 
director, but he neglected to notify Father 
Van Quickenborne, who gave Mother 
Duchesne little support in her difficult work. 


PHILIPPINE HAD been born in August, 
1769,. the daughter of a _ prosperous, 


progressive and prominent lawyer in 


Grenoble, France. Against her father’s 
wishes, she decided to become a nun-mis- 
sionary and joined the Visitandines in 
Grenoble at the age of 19. 


In the French Revolution the government 
closed the convents. Eventually the Reign of 
Terror ended, and Philippine went back to 
Grenoble with several other nuns to work 
among the poor and the orphaned. When her 
group could not reopen the old Visitation 
convent, they joined a new congregation, the 
Religious of the Sacred Heart. 


In 1818, after 11 years in Grenoble and 
three in Paris, Philippine heard Bishop 
Dubourg speak of the American West, and 
soon she had her superior’s permission to 
sail for America- with several nuns in her 
charge. 


ALTHOUGH SEVERAL prominent French 


families wanted her to open a school for girls 


in St. Louis, Bishop Dubourg sent her to the © 


village of St. Charles on the Missouri.

The following year, the nuns moved across 
the Missouri to a farming community called 
Florissant. Four years later two Jesuit 
priests and seven seminarians opened a 
combined Indian school and Jesuit seminary 
three miles from the village. Sisters of the 
Indian boys at the Jesuit school attended the 
nuns’ school. 


As several American-born girls joined 
Mother Philippine’s growing band of nuns, 
she opened four convents and two schools in 
west central Louisiana. Supported by the 
prosperous French-speaking plantation own- 
ers, these schools succeeded in the bayou 
area, while the Florissant foundation barely 
staggered along. ~ 


SHORTLY AFTER Bishop Joseph Rosati 
succeeded Bishop Dubourg in 1827, he 
invited Mother Philippine to staff a school in 
St. Louis. A few years later, Mother 
Duchesne retired as head of the American 
venture and went back to Florissant and. 
engaged in a variety of charitable activities. 


A decade after her return to Florissant, 


Father Pierre Jean De Smet, whom she had- 


befriended as a Jesuit novice in Florissant 


years earlier, needed nuns to teach Indians | 
further west. Mother Duchesne, then 70,” 


was weak. But she had dreamed of working 


among the Indians. Now the chance came, 
and she left for Kansas. 


She lived in an Indian hut-all summer. A 
log house was ready by winter, but it was 
crude, with no fireplace and only a ladder to 
sleeping quarters in the loft. She visited the 
sick and elderly and responded with a smile 
when the children greeted her, since she had 
little facility with the Indian language. After 
one year in Kansas, superiors recalled her to 
St. Charles. 


EVEN DURING her busiest years prayer 
had consumed much of her time. Now she 
had plenty of time for prayer, writing to 
relatives and nuns in France, and mending 
clothes for the girls in the school. A dear 
friend, Jesuit Father Peter Verhaegen, 
pastor of the parish, gave her Viaticum on 
Nov. 18, 1852. In the funeral sermon two 
days later he spoke of her sanctity. 


Mother Philippine Duchesne had seen 
Missouri grow from a frontier territory into 


the largest state of the West. The editors of ~ 
the Dictionary of American Biography.

God calls, Abram goes

ants...to the promise. 


It may seem strange that the Old 
Testament story does not begin .at- the 
beginning. At least for us, our journey 
begins not with the first chapter of the Book 
of Genesis but with the 12th chapter. The 
reason for this will become evident later as 
the journey progresses. 


ABRAHAM, OR ABRAM as he is called in 
the early part of his story, is the object of 
God’s promise, and his response to the 


.promise becomes the touchstone against 


which the response of his descendants is 
measured. 


God’s promise, in the form of a call, is 
found in the first three verses of Genesis 12: 
“The Lord said to Abram: ‘Go forth from the 
land of your kinsfolk and from your father’s 
house to a land that I will show you. I will 
make of you a great nation, and I will bless 
you; I will make your name great, so that you 
will, be a blessing. I will bless those who 
bless you and curse those who curse you. All 
the communities of the earth shall find 
blessing in you.’ ”’ 

Abram’s response follows in verses 4-5: 
“Abram went as the Lord directed hini, and 
Lot went, with him. Abram was 75 years old 


when he left Haran. Abram took his wife - 


Sarai, his brother’s son Lot, all the 
possessions that they had accumulated, and 
the persons they had acquired in Haran, and 
they set out for the land of Canaan.’’ 


NOW, ON THE surface, the situation 
appears simple. God calls Abram and tells 
him to go to another land. There God will 
make of him a great nation. 

Abram’s response to the call and promise 
seems normal. God says go...and Abram 
goes...with his wife, his nephew and his 
whole, household. 

But the situation is not quite that simple. 

First: Abram is a pagan. An ancient 
Jewish (and also Muslim) tradition depicts 


his father as a maker of idels. The God who 
called. Abram was a stranger to him. 


Second: The call required more that’a 
simple act of faith. Abram couldn’t respond 
with ‘I believe.’’ His response required that 
he leave the comfort and security of his 
“father’s house’’ and take his family and 
possessions and head: for a land literally 
known but to God. 


Third: Abram was a 75-year-old man with 
a barren wife, about as unlikely a candidate 
to become ‘‘a great nation’’ as could be 
found. ; : 


The call and promise of God to Abram, as 
incredible as they seem, evoke from Abram 


.a faith response that is a life commitment 


based on his firm conviction that He who 
calls can and will deliver what He promises. 


Abram is more than anything else a man 
of faith...a faith that acts firmly on its 
beliefs. . 


THE PATRIARCH’S faith is not mis- 
placed. God fulfills His promise. The aged 
Abram and his wife conceive a son,, Isaac, 
whose son Jacob sires 12 sons whose 
descendants become the Hebrew nation. 


The promise is repeated to Abraham 
(Genesis 13:14-17, 15:5-7, 17:4-8), and 
renewed for Isaac (Genesis 26:2-5) and 
Jacob (Genesis 28:13-14). 


At Sinai (Exodus 20) God’s promise 
becomes a covenant with the children of the 
promise. The balance of the Old Testament 
is pfincipally concerned with their under- 
standing and response to God’s promise and 
His efforts to perfect that understanding and 
response. 


IT IS AGAINST the background of this 
tapestry and promise and response that the 
Mystery of the Incarnation occurs. The birth, 
life, death and resurrection of Jesus cannot 
be separated from the warp and the woof of 
his tapestry for He is inextricably involved in 
both promise and response. 


During the next year this Bible study 
series will consider the plan of God that 
begins with the call of Abraham, continues 
in the history of Israel, reaches a climax in 
Christ, and moves toward completion in the 
Spirit-filled community that looks toward His 
return.

The call of faith is always a call out of the 
invisible and the unknown. We believe 
because we cannot really see and cannot 
really know. 


Still, there is something certain about 
hearing the call of faith, of being called to 
believe, because it involved an experience of 
God and a relationship with Him. I think 
everyone has had such experiences, but 
most often they have not amounted to 
anything for us because we really have not 
responded. z 


IF ABRAHAM had not responded to the 


call of faith, there would have been no 


““story of Abraham.’’ The story comes from 
Abraham’s responding to the initiative of 
God. 


Abraham believed when by all standards 
the evidence was lacking: ‘‘Go forth out of 
your country, away from your family, out 
from your father’s house (a sure way of 
getting killed)...Take your old and barren 


-wife with you. You shall have a great 


posterity by her (ha, ha, ha!)...Circumcise 


all the men of your house, including yourself - 


and your son Ishmael (ridiculous!)...Sacrifice 
your son Isaac to me (impossible!)’’ None of 
it made sense—except that Abraham 
believed and responded. 


Has God ever called on me to believe and 


respond? Everyday, I would say. And you, 


too. . 


DO YOU EVER pray? Have you ever 
called upon the name of the Lord for help in 
your distress? Have you ever in a moment of 
joy praised the Lord for His glory? Have you 
ever been, overcome with gratitude for all the 
things the Lord has done for you? 


If you have, then you have responded to 
the mystery of God in the world, to His 
movement in you personally, to the action of 
the Holy Spirit in your life. To pray is to say 
that you believe, not again in yourself, in 
your own abilities, or in your own grandeur, 
but in someone beyond yourself who is 
faithful, who is glorious, who is loving, who 
is all in all. 


Men are called to prayer and every prayer 
is a response to the call of faith. Man’s call to 
prayer, man’s hunger for more than he can 
lay his hands on, man’s exhilaration before 
beauty and goodness, his excitement when 
love bursts on his horizon—are all calls to 
faith, to believe in the divine presence within 
himself and in the universe. 


ALL PRAYER proceeds from faith. All 
prayer gives hope. Here is something in 
reach of everyone—not just an Abraham. 


We can write our own beautiful story by - 


responding in prayer. to the movements of 
God in our lives. 


I daresay that every day man is invited to 
pray. In every moment of silence, in every 
moment of love and joy that fills our hearts, 
in every moment of need and felt 
insufficiency, God speaks to us and calls to 
faith. ; 


We can write our own story, or leave it 
unwritten, by listening and responding—or 
not. God is that near to us. 


ALTHOUGH ABRAHAM is. indeed an 
outstanding ancestor for every Jew and 
Christian, a landmark of faith in the distant 
past, we have actually come a long way since 
Abraham. Faith has had an evolution and 
been considerably refined. 


of faith 


Above all, Jesus came and revealed the 
Father to us, Himself believed unto death, 
and sent us the Holy Spirit to help us believe 
and to give power to our belief. - 


Do you have a family? Do you have 
teenagers? Have older children gone forth to 
follow the ways of the world instead of God’s 
ways that you tried to teach them? Then I am 
sure you understand that God asks you to 


believe in His plan for everyone of your - 


children. 


HE ASKS YOU to have faith in the seed of 
God that was planted in their hearts at 
Baptism. He asks you to believe that He 
loves them even more than you do, and that 
He will yet call them back to Him, turn them 
around, if need be, and claim them for His 
own. ; 


When things look bleak for your family, 
He asks you to believe that His ways are not 
your ways and His plans are not your plans. 
He did not give children to you to despair of 
them; He gave them to you so that your faith 
would save them and your hope would lift up 
their eyes to Him. 


The evidence is lacking that the prodigal 
will return. The evidence is lacking that the 
son at home will ever have an insight into the 
invisible, divine world. The evidence is 
lacking that the daughter caught up in 
marijuana and drugs, sex and vulgar speech, 
and immersed in an alien culture will yet 
come out of it all a beautiful and lovable 


_ daughter of God. 


THE EVIDENCE is lacking...but we must 
have faith, not so much in any of these 
human beings and what we have done for 
them, but in the God who is true to His 
promises and knows each of His children by 
name. His thoughts are not our thoughts and 
His ways not our ways. Faith will give hope, 
and hope will make love possible. 


Do you ever pick up the Bible to see if God 
has a word for you? Do you believe the 
Scripture is the living word of God for all 
time? Do you read the Bible in a different 
way than you read anything else? If you do 
any of these things, then you have faith and 
are responding to the call of faith. 


~ The Bible says some overwhelming things 
that tax our belief, that would change our 
lives, if we really believed in them: ‘‘Greater 
things than I have done you will do,’’ Jesus 
said. It takes faith to believe just a little of 
that. Tremendous faith to believe in all of it. 


‘“CHRIST IS IN everything,’’ Paul says. If 
it is true, then it is a call to faith which can 
change our daily lives. Imagine finding 
Christ in everything! 


As with the Bible so with each of the 


- sacraments. Every sacrament is a call to 
faith and every time we celebrate a- 
sacrament it is a response to faith. It . 


occurred to me the other day that perhaps 
the surest way to receive a sacrament 
unworthily is to receive it without faith in our 
hearts, without faith in God’s promise that 
He is at work in this sacrament and will 
accomplish wonders by it—if we approach 
with faith and expectancy. 


The opportunities to believe have changed 
considerably since Abraham. Maybe faith is 
not easier, but the more we know of God’s 
filling the universe and our whole being, the 
more are the grounds and the challenge to 
believe.- The call of faith, I would say, is in 
this Christian era all around us.

God Himself speaks 
to his people

When a book of substantial size and 
dignified appearance is majestically held 
ehigh and carried solemnly down the 
Church’s center aisle, we know that either 
the text or its contents or both are unusually 
important. 


Likewise, when two servers with candles 
flank the book as it is used, when the 
minister incenses the text before reading 
from it and when the celebrant kisses the 
volume after a proclamation out of it, we 
understand this is no ordinary publication. 


WE REFER, of course, to the lectionary, 
that official ritual book containing the 
scriptural passages employed for holy Mass 
and the other liturgical celebrations. 


.The Second Vatican Council directed 
reformers to open up the treasures of the 
Bible more lavishly for Catholic Christians. 
They were to develop a cycle of Sunday and 
weekday biblical readings: which, over a 
two-and-three-year period, would include 
almost all of the Old and New Testaments. 


Our lectionary does just that and contains, 
moreover, a rich fare of scriptural excerpts 
suitable for baptism, marriage, funerals and 
similar services. 


_THIS VOLUME and its schedule of 
biblical texts have proven so effective that 
mariy main-line Protestant denominations 
and churches now follow the same Sunday 
cycle observed in Roman Catholic worship. 


Introduction of the lectionary into weekly 
and daily liturgies has made a subtle, but 
great impact upon the spiritual lives of both 
clergy and laity. We have become gradually, 
almost unconsciously ‘‘Bible people’’ with 
familiar passages from sacred Scripture 
more and more a part of our thoughts. 


The structure of all the revised liturgical 
rites has greatly facilitated this positive 
development in Catholicism. Each ritual 


calls for a liturgy of the Word containing 
one, two or three biblical excerpts 
interspersed with a psalm and an -appropri- 
ate phrase from the Scriptures. 


THE LECTIONARY and the specific 
rituals then offer a lengthy list of suitable 
texts from the Bible for each occasion (e.g. 
28 in the Rite for Marriage, some 70 for 
anointing of the sick, over 100 in the order of 
Penance). Moreover, our own bishops have 
approved a principle which permits liturgical 
planners to select other more effective 
scriptural passages, if the ones indicated do 
not seem to fit satisfactorily the particular 
circumstances. 


There are several purposes behind a 
liturgy of the Word for these sacramental 
celebrations. First of all, it makes the Lord 
present in the worshiping community 
through this inspired Word. 


To quote from the Roman Missal’s 
Introduction: ‘“When the Scriptures are read 
in the Church, God Himself speaks to His 


. people, and it is Christ, present in His Word, 


who proclaims the Gospel.’’ 


“THE READINGS would be listened to 
with respect; they are a principal element of 
the liturgy. In the biblical readings God’s 
Word is addressed to all men of every era 
and is understandable in itself, but a homily, 
as a living explanation of the Word, 
increases its effectiveness and is an integral 
part of the service.’ ~ 


Secondly, the liturgy of the Word stirs up 
our faith and helps us to recognize later 
Christ present in the sacramental action. 
That gesture may be, for example, the 
breaking of bread in the Eucharist, the 
pouring of water for Confirmation. In all 
these, however, it is Christ who baptizes, 


’ Christ who anoints, Christ who confirms. 


We need faith to meet Jesus in those 
actions and a liturgy of the Word deepens 
our belief so we can realize Christ is present 
on these occasions.

The influence of 
the Scriptures on the 


American people in 1776 


By Edward W. Bauman 


The United States of America has always 
been known as ‘‘the land of the free’’—a 
place where people can say what they think, 
worship as they please, realize their 
ambitions without regard to social status. 


How did such a place ever come -into 
existence? 


A TOTAL: ANSWER is complex. But 
briefly, it can be summed up in four basic 
points: 1) Human beings are the only 
creatures on earth who reason, therefore, 
they need freedom of thought and 
expression, both on verbal and action levels; 
2) through the centuries, -oppression in 
Europe stifled many people; 3) a new land 
was discovered—a land where people could 
begin their lives anew; and 4) it is part of 
human nature to hope, and to strive for 
better lives for themselves and _ their 
children. 


In the 17th century when people came to 
the New World, they came in search of a 
better life. They brought with them hope, 


‘faith, and strong Christian belief. 


In order to understand the life of the 
American people in the 18th century when 


‘this country gained its independence, we 


must also understand the thought of John 
Calvin. This may come as a surprise because 


“most of us have been taught that America is 


largely a product of the Enlightenment, that 
important movement which emphasized the 
role of reason in human life. But this view 


overlooks the way in which Christians. 


prepared the way. 
-“CALVIN AND THE Calvinist movement 


E obviously did not directly father the 


American Revolution. But rather they laid 
the foundations of thought, culture, and 


See out of which — American freedom 


grew.. 


This statement by Mervyn Davies is 
further supported by statistics when we 
remember how the ‘‘Reformed”’ tradition in 
general and the Puritan tradition in 
particular grew out of the branch of the 
Reformation traced to Calvin. 


“*.,.Puritanism provided the moral and 
religious background of fully 75 per cent of 
the people who declared their independence 
in 1776’’ Sydney Ahlstrom ‘concluded. The 
13 colonies were comprised of approximately 
two-and-a half. million one 35,000 of 
whom were Catholic. 


- John Adams, Thomas - Jefferson, 


Patrick Henry. But George Washington, 
James 
Madison and Benjamin Franklin have been 
variously labeled as atheists, skeptics, and 
deists. 


Atheists they definitely were not, but it is 
easy to see how this idea might arise in view 
of their unwillingness to accept some of the 
basic principles of the Christian faith. 


THE ENLIGHTENMENT, a widespread 
movement, arose in the last half of the 18th 
century. This movement emphasized the 
importance of human reason. John Locke is 
one of the important people associated with 
the Enlightenment. He believed in God as 
the ultimate source of wisdom, but he 
elevated reason over revelation as the way to 
discover that wisdom.

Enlightenment, including our Founding 
Fathers, continued to believe in God, but

tradition have often been called ‘‘the people 
of the Book.’’ The Scripture was the ultimate 
authority for all matters of faith and life. 


When we realize the Calvinistic orthodoxy 
of the majority of colonists in 1776, it is 
somewhat shocking to discover the lack of 
orthodoxy among many of the major leaders 
of the Revolution. A few were quite 
orthodox, such as Samuel Adams and 


‘changed dramatically. They spoke in very 
impersonal terms about God, often referring 
to Him as ‘‘Providence.’ 


They ‘deified Nature and denatured 
God.’’ They substituted the natural world for 
revelation. They believed that God revealed 
Himself through the wonders of nature 
rather than through Scripture. _ 


THE DEISTS, as they were called, were 
often religious men and morally good men, 
but their ways of thinking about God and 
human life differed from orthodox Christian- 
ity. : 
This resulted in a paradox in colonial 
religious life which was reflected in many 


_ways. For example, the Founding Fathers 


made use of the religious orthodoxy of the 
masses without accepting it themselves. 


They encouraged patriotic sermons, pro- 


claimed national days of prayer, fasting, 
humiliation and thanksgiving. 


Another effect of the religious paradox of 
colonial leadership has been to lead modern 


historians to look more and more to the 
religious thoughts and activities of eu 


secondary leaders and the rank and file’’ 
order to understand the yearns of the 
Revolution. 


AND WE NOW realize that the religious 
‘thalo’’ given.to some of our leaders was 
actually a reflection of the society in which 
they lived. This does not detract from their 
roles as national heroes, it merely puts their 
lives in a more authentic perspective. 


This, column in Insights in Faith is in honor 
of the Bicentennial.

Abram came from Ur in Chaldea. His father settled in Haran, some 1,500 kilometers 
north of Ur. Growing up in Ur meant exposure to the most elaborate culture of the world 
at the time. Here were the earliest tribunals and assemblies known to history, the first 
coe legislation: here agriculture had reached a technical excellence never known 

efore. 

Scripture, however, is silent about the prodigious influence of Shametial culture on 
Abram. There was a reluctance to allow the father of Israel to display pagan traits, and a 
conscious breakaway from the pagan world. 


A considerable movement northwards took place in Sumeria in the 17th century, 
prosperous families fleeing a territory rendered insecure by constant conflict. 


The migration was joined by Abram’s family, who penetrated as far as Haran, a 
crossroads for caravans. A further journey would mean a change of culture. Haran was 
the limit of Sumerian culture and institutions. 


Traditions about Abraham’s call and his entry into the promised land are of Yabwist 
origin.

Is Supreme Court a specter of doom for Catholic schools? 


By Joseph P. McElligott 


A former public school administrator, Joseph 
McElligott is education director of the California 
Catholic Conference. In the following article he 
suggests that: the U.S. Supreme Court’s recent 
decision striking down a Pennsylvania private school 
aid law could lead to withdrawal of government-sup- 
ported services California Catholic school children 
already share with their public school counterparts. 


In a few weeks; California’s 4.5 million 
elementary .and high school students will have 
returned to their classrooms for an educational year 
marked by a multitude of patriotic celebrations of 
the nation’s Bicentennial. 


But for 10 per cent of these students. the 
Bicentennial. liberty bells may have a somewhat 
questioning ring. They are the children of citizens 
who have chosen value-oriented education in 


‘. church-related schools. 


For parents of Catholic school students, the 
Bicentennial year has been ushered in by the U.S. 
Supreme Court’s Meek decision of May 19. While 
not immediately. applicable to California’s Catholic 
school students, there was nothing ‘‘meek’’ about 
the court’s action. 


ON THAT LATE day in the 1974-75 school year, 
the Supreme Court deprived low-income Pennsyl- 
vania children of visual and hearing tests and of 
remedial and correctional services. The court also 
deprived mentally retarded, physically handicapped 
and disadvantaged children of a Pennsylvania 
service program designed to help them cope with 
congenital. problems. 


Why? Essentially because the court felt that these 
secular services, performed at parochial schools by 


- public personnel under public supervision, had some 
“potential for the teaching of religion.’’ 


' Chief Justice Warren 
Burger, who strongly dis- 
“sented in the Meek deci- 


decision of his fellow 
justices. ‘’It (the decision) 
penalizes children—child- 
-ren who have the misfor- 
tune to have to cope with 
the learning process un- 
der extraordinary heavy 
physical and psychologi- 
cal burdens for the most 
part congenital. This pen- 
alty strikes them not 
because. of any act of 
theirs but because of their 
parents’ choice of ‘ religi- 
ous exercise.’’

WHILE UPHOLDING the right of Pennsylvania to 
loan its state textbooks to students in church-related 
schools, the court also disallowed the loan of state 
instructional materials and equipment to nonpublic 
school students.

THE OVERWHELMING majority of public 
education service benefits which flow to nonpublic 
school students in California are federal in origin. 
Under the provisions of the Elementary and 
Secondary Education Act, virtually all of the state’s 
Catholic school students participate in at least one 
federal secular service’ program administered by 
local public school districts for all students (public 
and nonpublic) within federal eeulavene and state 
guidelines. 


The federal service programs include compensa- 
tory education services for the educationally 
disadvantaged, library materials, some guidance 
and testing aids, ah ee instruction and other 
assistance. 


When such federal assistance to Catholic school 


students was challenged in Missouri, the U.S. 


Supreme Court held that state and local education .

Now, how does the Meek decision affect students 
in California’s Catholic and other church-related 
schools? Does it mean that those governmental- 
supported services in which they now share with 
their public: school counterparts will be removed? 


BASICALLY IT should be emphasized that the 
Meek decision deals solely with a Pennsylvania state 
law. While denying church school students 
instruction, materials and equipment and auxiliary 
services, the court is permitting Pennsylvania to 
continue the loan of* textbooks. 


Here in California, church school pupils have been 


agencies were required to provide comparable 
service to both public and nonpublic school students 
with federal funds: 


QUITE RECENTLY, when Congress enacted its 
extension of the federal education programs in 
legislation known as ‘‘the Education Amendments of 
1974’’, statutory requirements to provide equitable 
service to nonpublic school children were strength- 
ened. 


In a recent memo to the state’s public school 
superintendents, California State Superintendent 
Wilson Riles, referring to the Education Amend- 
ments of 1974, reemphasized the intent of the 
California State Department of Education to fairly 
administer the federal assistance programs for both 
public and nonpublic school students. 


The Riles memorandum was ‘‘to make it clear to 


all county and district superintendents and to the 


heads of private school administrative units that as a. 
department we intend to continue to comply fully. 
with all aspects of the legislation and with the full _ 


intent, spirit, and purpose of the law.’ 


WHILE WE HAVE aa fairly strong base for 


expecting these services to Catholic school students 
in California to continue, it would be naive to deny 
that the opponents of church-related education are 
not encouraged by the Supreme Court’s Meek 
decision. 


Leo Pfeffer of the Committee for Public Education 


‘and Religious Liberty, who argued against the 


Pennsylvania laws before the Supreme Court, 
reportedly said that his group’s next step will be to 
challenge federal programs that benefit nonpublic 
school children. : 


Heartened by their success with the Supreme 
Court’s action in Pennsylvania, opponents of secular 
service assistance to Catholic school children will be 
on the move in this Bicentennial year. | expect that 
their well-funded coalitions, which include the 
National Association for the Advancement of 
Colored People, the American Civil Liberties Union, 
the American Humanist Association, the Jewish 
Community Relations Council, the American Jewish 
Committee, the National Education Association, the 
Anti-Defamation League, and Americans United for 
the Separation of Church and State, will be 
mounting additional litigation campaigns to further 
remove from Catholic school students their share in 
some government-funded programs. 


AT THE CORE of the controversy about 


government assistance to Catholic school students is 
the question of'a parents’.fundamental constitution- 
al right of ‘‘free exercise of religion’ and this right’s 
relationship to full participation in the political 
process. 


In the Meek case a number of our U.S. Supreme 
Court justices are holding that assistance programs 
which include church-related school pupils possess a 
potential for religiously divisive consequences and 
should therefore be avoided. 


When it comes to secular education assistance for 
his child, the taxpaying Catholic school parent 
seems to be increasingly faced with the choice’ of 
liberty or justice, but not necessarily both. 


PERHAPS THAT parent can take some solace in 
Chief Justice Burger’s final statement of dissent in 
the Meek case: ‘‘One can only hope that, at some 
future date, the court will come to a more 
enlightened and tolerant view of the First 
Amendment’s guarantee of free exercise of religion, 
thus eliminating the denial of equal protection to 
children in church-sponsored schools.’’

“society.”’ 


THE NATIONWIDE effort 
to gauge the pulse of the 
public will result in a 
collective commitment to a 
common cause and course of 
action in the years ahead,’’ 
the cardinal said.

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“Women in the Holy Year’ 


Bishop issues pastoral on International Women’s Year 


It is a sign of the times that the 
International Women’s Year, proclaimed by 
the United Nations to mark the 25th 
anniversary of its Commission on the Status 
of Women, should coincide with the Holy 
Year and its emphasis on renewal and 
reconciliation. : 

There is a harmony between this 
contemporary effort to promote the dignity 
of women in society and the social teaching 
of the Church, which may truly be discerned 
as a ‘‘call of the Spirit’’ (Pope Paul, Nov. 6, 
1974). 


EQUALITY, Beveenment and peace—the 
themes of Women’s Year— lie at the heart 
of the Church’s thrust towards renewal. In 
the light of the Holy Year, the Church can 
acknowledge its significant contributions to 
the movement, now initiated in much of the 
world, to regain a fullness of dignity for 
women. 

If the Holy Year is to be an effective force 
for reconciliation of peoples, renewal should 


be perceived also in the concept of the . 


person and in the mission of women in the 
Church and in society. In his earthly ministry 
of renewal and reconciliation, Christ 
accepted and valued the services of holy 
women (Mark 15:40; Luke 8:1-3; John 
19:25), the friendship of Mary and Martha 
(Luke 10:38-40) and the sympathy of the 
daughters of Jerusalem (Luke 23:27-30). 

Among his close followers it was the 
women, rather than the men, who were 
faithful to him to the end (Matthew 
27:55-56). The first tidings of the resurrec- 
tion were given to women and they were 
chosen to bear the message to the Apostles 
(Matthew 28:1; Mark 16:6-8; Luke 24:1, 
11-18). 

WHEN CONSIDERING the situation of 
women in the light of the gospels, it is well to 
reflect that hidden and intimate at the heart 
of the gospel mystery is the presence of 
Mary, in the power and shadow of the Holy 
Spirit of God (Luke 1:34). The apostolic 
experience would not have been what it is 
without the experience of holy women, 
particularly Mary. Their presence is not 
something apart from the apostolic witness 
but at its very. heart. 

‘The gospels, then, reveal men and women 


_ not as competitors but counterparts in the 


divine design. In his human nature Christ 


‘became man, but, being born of woman, he 


ennobled both sexes. There is an equality, 
but one which may. be found only in its 
essential foundation, which is the dignity of 
the human person, man and woman, in their 
relationship with God, of whom they are the 
visible image. (Pope Paul, Nov. 6, 1974) 
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It is in the framework and content of 
Christian doctrine that true freedom may be 
found. Many of the problems in the area of 
personal rights arise from false philosophies 
and ideaologies, political and social, which 
restrict personal freedom. Today there is an 
underlying confusion on the question of what 
it means to be a person. Too many people 
are fleeing from identity, from what they see 
as the traps of involvement. 


COMMITMENTS to work or to those we 


love are often viewed as simply limiting our - 


options. Envy of the apparently greater 
freedom of others and fear of being denied 
privilege or benefits result in mistrust and 
polarization. We are experiencing an erosion 
of confidence in one another. 

We must, therefore, make greater efforts 
to reconcile men and women in all fields of 
life, so that new relationships may be built in 
mutual respect, truth, equality and peace. 
The more we enable women to take the place 
and fulfill the mission given them in the first 
prophetic pages:of the Bible and proclaimed 
in the gospels, the more we will be helping 
promote and liberate them in the secular 
community. 

Speaking on the position of women in the 
contemporary world, the Holy Father has 
said, ‘“‘Today we are faced with some 
far-reaching phenomena, especially in the 
equality of woman and her increasing 
emancipation—a new conception and inter- 
pretation of her roles as wife, mother, 


daughter, sister; her marked tendency to . 


prefer work outside the home, not without 
detriment to conjugal relations and the 
education of the children, emancipated too 
soon from the authority of their parents. 
“THIS new situation is not wholly negative 
in its impact. In these new circumstances, 
the woman of today and tomorrow will 


perhaps be able more easily to develop her | 


potential. Even the misguided experiments 
of the present can be useful, if the sound 
principles of conscience take firmer root in 
society and lead to a new balance in family 
and social life.”’ 

There are some very positive elements in |. 


‘these evolutionary trends which may help — 


promote a new spirit of openness and 
concern for individual rights in which 
Christian values may be more Toy 
activated and accepted. : 

The heightened degree of theese awareness 
of their status as persons, for instance, is a 
development of importance if women are to 
contribute to their full potential in Church, 
society and family. 

THE NEW sensibility to all that might 
offend the dignity of a person may direct 
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both men and women to a more critical 
attention to the mass media and the image of 
women they project. 

The greater demands for justice and 
elimination of discrimination on the grounds 
of sex, color, race, social condition, language 
and religion are supported by the Church’s 
teaching that all oppression is rooted in sin 
and all hope of liberation founded in Christ’s 
redemption. This concern for justice should 
lend support for changes in legislation which 
would reflect a more Christian understand- 
ing of women. 

The founding fathers of this country, 
propounding ‘‘the eternal rights of man and 
the citizen’, conceded that every person, 
being in the form and likeness of God, has an 
absolute value and the right to personal 
respect. But rationalism, positivism and 
materialism, developing in opposition to 
religion, have destroyed the memory of this 
absolute source of human rights. The 
unconditional equality of persons before God 
has been replaced by conditional equality 
before the law (Vadim Borisov, Under the 
Rubble, 1975). 


WHEN THE concept of human personality 
is deprived of divine authority, human 
personality is inevitably defined conditional- 
ly and therefore arbitrarily. If human 
personality is conditional, then so are its 
rights (Borisov, Under the Rubble). 

We share a common responsibility to 
restore the awareness of the divine source of 
human rights and to bring about a quality of 
life that is rooted in Christian principles. In 
this quality of life, a person may develop to 
the full humanity and sense of personal 
worth necessary for both human and 
spiritual fulfillment. 

With the Holy Father, we may hope that 
“‘woman will be recognized as having full 
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civil rights, like man, where this is not 
already the case; 

—that the\exercise of professional, social 
and political functions will be made readily 
possible for women as well as men, 
according to individual capacity; 

—that the prerogatives of women in 
married, family, educational and social life 
will not be ignored, but, on the contrary, will 
be honored and protected; 

—that the dignity of her person and her 
status as single woman, wife or widow, ‘will 
be upheld and defended. 

These are principles and values that, if 
respected, ensure woman her incomparable, 
unique and authentic dignity (Pope Paul, 
December, 1974). 

International Women’s Year is the year in 
which men and women together are called to 
consider the issues of human rights, 
development and peace. The twofold 
objective of this year affords the opportunity 
to demonstrate the value and effectiveness 
of a united and reconciling approach to 
building a life of quality for all people. 


TOGETHER MEN and woman must 
reflect, make decisions and set to work in 
harmonious Christ-centered relationships to 
overcome difficulties and where necessary, 
renew structures and attitudes. Together we 
must reach beyond our individual limitations 
in a united effort for peace and justice. 

“This is your hour, Catholic women and 
Catholic girls. Public life needs you. The 
fortunes of the family, the fortunes of human 
society are at stake; and they are in your 
hands’’ (Pope Pius XII, 1945).

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Influence of liberation theology i in U. Ss. 


DETROIT (NC)—A week-long conference on liberation 
theology which ended here Aug. 23 ‘“‘gave theology back to 
the people of God,’’ according to Father Sergio Torres, the 
conference’s executive secretary. 


Speaking at a press conference about the result of the 
conference, the Chilean priest said that the Church ‘‘has 
made the mistake of leaving theology, that is, the 
interpretation of the work and the will of God, to a small 
group of people in the last centuries. 


. “IN A SYMBOLIC, but also a very real way, the 200 people 
participating in this conference have recuperated theology for 


themselves...a theology that belongs to the people of God,”’ . 


he added. 


The conference, called ‘‘Theology in the Americas: 1975’’, 
was held at Sacred Heart seminary here. It dealt mainly with 
the application of the principles of Latin American liberation 
theology to the problems of North American society. 


Liberation theology déals with man’s salvation from sin as 


- well as from oppressive social and economic conditions. 


SOME OF THE topics extensively discussed during the 
event were U.S. imperialism and its oppression of Third 
World underdeveloped countries, racial and sexual 
oppression, the conflict between Christianity and capitalism, 
the role of Marxism, and the need to develop new tools o 
social analysis in the United States. 


The conference formed a transition committee that will 
eventually give way to a permanent structure to coordinate 
the activities of those engaged in liberation theology in the 
United States. 


Differences were evident during the conference. The views 
of Frederick Herzog, a Protestant theologian and a professor 
at the Duke University school of theology, were attacked by 
Latin American liberation theologians and several North 
American participants.

Another area of conflict developed over the struggle of 
particular racial or other interest groups and their role in the 
universal struggle for justice. 


Latin American theologians challenged the individualistic 
approach of such groups as blacks in the United States, 
saying that the liberation of those groups would only come in 
the context of the wider class struggle now taking place 
throughout the world.

affairs of the U.S. Catholic Conference’s office for

Father Torres added that one of the results of the 
conference may be to contribute io a clear understanding of 
liberation theology. ‘“‘There is still a danger of 
_ misunderstanding our theology in the United States,” he 
said. 


“Many professors. are teaching itheraties in U.S. 


seminaries, but they have only read about it, and they teach it 


abstractly. In this conference we have pointed to what it is all 
about...a Christian must be involved in social action.

THE DAY. OF THE LOCUST—John 
Schlesinger, the director who was so 
successful with Midnight Cowboy and 
Sunday Blocdy Sunday in creating moral 
statements through deep character studies, 
has failed to communicate the moral 
references that should stir us in our viewing 
of this new film. 


Using the Nathanael West novel with its 
expose of Hollywood’s corrupting powers, 
Schlesinger serves up tangled narrative and 
tawdry characters in what is still a slick 
production with good period detail. 


We follow the intertwining but parallel 
experiences of an avaricious starlet (Karen 
Black) and a naive set designer (William 
Atherton), with a bumpkin (Donald Suther- 
land) and the starlet’s drunk-sneering father 
(Burgess Meredith) .cluttering up the 
fringes. 


Their personal failures of action and 


perception are clear enough, but somehow. 


Schlesinger just hasn’t convinced us that 
their lives are worth caring about. Morally 
unobjectionable for adults with reservations.

THE RELIGION TEACHER LEARNER by 
Sister Margaret Timmerman. W. Mystic, 
CT, Twenty-Third Publications.

Our CCD teachers are as fine and as 
dedicated a group as a diocese could ask for. 
They are constantly seeking for more and 
better ways to communicate the Word of 
God to our youngsters. 


Sister Margaret offers this guide book to 
self-help for teachers who want to increase 
their effectiveness. She is interested in the 
content of religious education courses and 
the methodology of them. 

It is important to present a valid Picture of 
Christ and his message, but it is just as 
important that it be presented in an 
engaging and attractive manner.
